Why ‘should the Hong Kong dilver dollar be more popular than 
the Mexican dollar, as is alleged? Following the recent decision (in 
the interests of local trade) to make the big coin legal tender, there 
have been complaints about shopkeepers refusing the silver dollar 

” and of some bus conductors in Kowloon ‘giving preference to the 
Hong Kong piece. Then, again, some of the leading native banks 
have imported Mexican dollars from Hong Kong—at a profit—and 
paid same into accounts with exchange banks, And some of the 
exchange banks have imported new Hong Kong dollars—also at a 
profit—from the Bombay mint. Here is an extract from an article

THE UNIVERSAL MEDIUM 


The dollar has become very 
popular In China and enjoys any 
extensive circulation. throughout 
the whole country. | Undoubtedly 
the dollar ig destined to be chosen 
the universal medium of circula- 
tion in China, and as such is like.

» In the beginning of the 16th 
century Spanish traders, from 
their base in “the ‘Philippine 
Islands, introduced the Carolus 
dollar which succeeded in main- 
taining its status in‘ Shanghai: 
until 1856, By that time it had 
reachod ‘a premium of over 30 per 
cent. thereby causing much harm 
to legitimate trade. It was ‘in 
1856 that the Spanish (Carolus) 
dollar was replaced ‘as. book-cur- 
rency in Shanghai by the tnel. 
Apart from the Carolus’ dollar 
there were algo Peruvian, Chilean 
and Bolivian dollars current in 
China, but not in large quantities. 
Although originally introduced 
into China in the early part of 
the 16th century, the Spanish 
dollar gained wide circulation 
after the opening of Canton for 
foreign trade in' A.D, 1757. It 
became the currency for inter- 

' national transactions, and banks’ 
exchange quotations were based 
thereon. After the minting. of 
Carolus ‘dollars had been discon- 
-tinued in Mexico in the forties of 
the 19th century, rather large pre- 
mlums were demanded. in China 
causing the gradual replacement 
of the Carolus dollars by either 
sycee or by rival coina, ‘

THE “CAROLUS” 

Indo-China, which had become 
a French colony in 1862, tried to 
Introduce the currency of the 
homeland; but the attempt proved 
unsuccessful, Instead-the Caro- 
lus, and subsequently. the Mexi- 
can dollar made up the country’s 
currency. In 1885 the first speci- 
men of the Saigon plastre was 
struck, but as its silver content 
was rather high, it was melted 
down by the public. Thereupon a 
slightly lighter type of tho Sal- 
gon‘ dollar was minted in 1896; 
the new coin drove the Mexican 
dolar from the colony and sue: 
ceeded in gaining circulation in 
the adjacent’ Chinese province of 
Yunnan, 

Desirous of banishing the Mext- 
can dollar from its shores the 
Japanese government, in 1871, 
decided to mint its own dollar 
coin, the silver-yen, his coin, 
in the course of less than ton 
years, had gained an enormous 
circulation, not only in Japan, but 
equally in China, Korea, Indo- 
China, Sfam.and the Malay Penin- 
sula. In 1897 the coinage of the 
silver yen was discontinued. 
Since that time it began to vanish 
from circulation im China.

BUSINESS RELAFIONS 

With the {dea of restricting her ex- 
port trade to such goods only as aro 
eapable of enhancing her reputation, 
and of maintaining good buainess re- 
lations with other countries, the 
Chilean Government has made a law 
and regulations: for the severe super- 
vision of all exports from the coun- 
try. 

This service of Supervision of the 
Exports is under the direction of the 
Commercial Section of ‘the Ministry 
for Foreign Affairs and has a per- 
sonnel estnblished by law. The 
principal officials ure called Inspec- 
tors of Control; they have their 
offices in the Customs, of Coquimbo, 
Valparaiso, Los Andes, San Antonio, 
Talenhuano and Valdivia as it is 
from these towns that the principal ex- 
ports are shipped.

Each Inspection Office has all that 
is necessary for its proper Working, 
laboratories, sample rooms ete,, but it 
may, of course, apply to the Customs, 
to Vegetable Hygienic Department of 
the Police, or to any other Govern:

IN TRANSIT 


Say \ 
CARGO WATCHING & TALLYING 
' + METHODS 


CRIME PUNISHMENT - 


Southampton, — The. pilfcrage. ‘of 
goods in transit is a vexed question.as 
far as the shipowner and shipper are 
concerned, and it was therefore an 
appropriate topic of discussion at the 
luncheon meeting of the Southampton 
Master Mariners’ Club.  Tnhe- speak- 
without exception, gave their 
candid opinions as to the best methods 
of dealing with the problem, and it 
was a matter of satisfaction to hear 
Southampton mentioncd as a port 
where Pilfering was not too prevalent 
and where the Dock Police were carry- 
ing out invaluable work in andeavour- 
ing to stam it out. 

Captain W, V. J. Clarke, D.S.C., who 
opened the discussion, said that 
pilferage of goods in transit was a 
very serious considerntion not only’ 
from the point of view of the ship-

facturer of the goods stolen. It waa, } 
in fact, a distinct handicap to both the 
producing and transporting industries, 
It was curlous, yet nevortheleas true, 
that pilfcrage was more prevalent in 
certain countries than in others. 

It was true to say, however, that at 
the present timo pilferage claims wera 
goncrally apenking fairly low, but even 
so they were considerably higher than 
before the war, this being duc in somo 
measure possibly to the fact that 
cargoes were more valuable, and henca 
claims for losses were ‘heavier. The 
charge per ton for pilferage was on an 
average 10d, and whilst in companica 
ft was as low as 2d per ton, in others 
it was as high as 2s, 2d.-per ton. 

The country depended largely for its 
Uvelihood upon the success of tho} 
maritime ‘industry, and the question 
that had to bo answered ‘was as to 
how shipowners in this country could 
be expected to compete for trade with 
their foreign rivals if thoy had to bear 
the burden . of overhead charges for 
pilfernge. It was, therefore, ruost 
important that they as master 
mariners should do all in thelr power 
to’ keep pilferage down, both for thety

Proceeding ' ‘Captain Clarke said 
they noticed: the cases of men who 
come before eel magistrates for pil- 
fering odds and ends in. the 
docka, and they noted that whilst 
in some instances « the 
were fined, {nother cases they 
were not. He had read of 
cases whera men who, because they 
had been employed by a firm for 
a number of years, had been bound 
over bythe magistrates.

thought, by no means an extenuation, 
but rather an aggravation for the rea- 
son that a man who had worked a long 
time for a company was trusted mora 
than tho man who had just commenced 
his employment. 

He ‘was df opinion that if a man 
was greatly trusted he should receiva 
a greater aentence than the man who 
had not been with his employer ao 
long.‘ Pilferage was responsible for 
the majority of industries being 
saddled with overhead charges.on that 
account, {or companies found it a 
necessity ‘to provide dotectives and 
other supervisora in thelr endeavour 
to defeat the results of lack of honesty, 

In looking round for the reason for 
this pilferage, he had come to the 
conclusion that there was something

addition, but whenever there {fs an out- 
crop we feel that Wwe have to return 
to these special! expensive precautions 
to prevent the bad practices growing 
apals into a habit. . Another ‘point on 
which we laid great streas, and which 
wo carried into. effect when acting 
jointly with the Chamber of Com- 
merce, was that the claims do not all 
arise on the ship, and if bad pilferage 
is to be atamped out it needs the same 
care and precautions on the part of 
every concern handling the gooda 
from the warehouse to the ship, and 
from the ship to the warehouse at the 
other end.” 


Captain S. N. Braithwaite, M.B.E., 
the “captain” of the club, brought the 
discussion to a close, and in so doing 
said the Dock Police at Southampton 
had a good system. Unfortunately 
pilferers who were. caught did not 
usually receive the punishment which 
their offence deserved,. for in tho 
majority or caaes it could be taken for 
granted that a man was rarely cought 
tho first time, and more likely than not 
had done the same thing dozens of 
times before, The great vil about 
pilfering was that If ships of a certain 
company were losing cargo to any ap- 
preciable extent, then there was a dis- 
tinct Likelfhood of them. losing the 
future carriage of ‘similar goods, which 
would in preference be forwarded in 
another bottom, 

It amounted, therefore, to tho state- 
ment that pilfcrege might quite con- 
celvably lose them their Jobs. It was 
essential that the commanders and 
officers of ships should endeavour to 
stop pilferage to the best of their 
ability, not merely in their employers 
but also their own Interests.

Mr. ELL. Aga Official Receiv- 
er, and Liquidator of — the 
Instone Banking Corporation, said 
that a winding up qrder was made 
on June 10 Jast, and since that time 
witness dined been engaged in inves- 
tigating the aifairs of the bank. 

Referring to the balance sheet, 
Mr. Agassiz sald he found that 
the amouni oof capital stated as 
$1,188,000 had not been, allotted. In 
arriving at this eanelusisn he con- 
sidered the forms of allotment. He 
found that five per cent. was pay- 
able on application in cash, but it 
did net appear from the books that 
anything had been paid on appli- 
cation. The natural conclusion was 
that the applications were bad. 

Mr. Agassiz aaid he also found 
that a transfer had been made from 
Capital Account’ to Alfotment Sus- 
pense Account out of the $1,133,000, 
Other items were so transferred to 
that account before the date of the 
balance sheet, and amounta previ- 
ously debited to shareholders had 
been re-credited to them. 

Referring to the statement of 
affairs sworn by Mr. Brewer before 
him, in July last year, Mr. Agassiz 
suid page 2 referred to contribu- 
tories.’ That was a statement of the 
share capital, but there was no re- 
feretice in it to the $1,133,00 capital. 

Never Had Money for Loans 

“The Company never had money 
to make loans,” said Mr. Agassiz. 
He made a statement from the ins- 
pection of the books. In June or 
July, 1927, there was $50,000 ac- 
cording to the cash book, It pur- 
ported to make loans for $761,000. 

The value of the shares were de- 
pendent on the Company's assets. 
In the opinion of witness the shares 
were worth nothing, Collateral! 
security, witness understood to be 
something independent of these 
shares which have even been paid 
‘for. The collateral security state-

Safecuarding Duties To 
Be Repealed 


London, Yesterday.

The club should be taken slowly 
back with the left hand—pushed 
back—and on arriving at the top it 
should be pulled down with the 
same hand, Up to this point the 
right hand merely helps to guide 
the club but when it meets the ball 
it comes into-the stroke. This action 
of the right hand is necessary 
otherwise instead of straightening 
out the club would be carried‘down 
into the ground—Ceylon Ob- 
server.”

| GOVERNMENTS BAN ON 
POSTERS =.” 


UNOFFICIALS OFFENDED 


The fortnightly meeting of the 
Sanitiry Board was held yester- 
day, and an Interesting question 
was raised as:to the powers and 
status of the Board. The ques- 
tion arose out of the Government 
putting a ban on two health post- 
ers, which the members ef the 
Board had designed after much 
consideration, -. : 

Addressing the meeting on this 
subject, Mr. W. J. Carrie, Presl- 
dent of the Board, said that in 
September last the Board had con- 
sidered certain coloured posters 
which they nad thought it advis- 
able to post in public places. The 
matter had been then referred to 
the Government.. The Government 
had now intimated that they did 
not consider the publication of 
these posters desirable, and that 
the education officers did’ not ap- 
prove of their use in schools as 
their meaning was not plain with- 
out a good deal of verbal explana- 
tion. Therefore, at present, it 
was not. proposed to publish the 
posters in question, but to leave 
the matter in abeyance for the 
time being and reconsider it later 
by a committee to be appointed by 
the Board, | 

The Hon, Mr.'J, P. Braga said 
he would like to ask to what ex- 
tent the recommendations of the 
Sanitary Board ‘were going to be 
checked and vetoed by the Gov- 
ernment and time wasted in this 
fashion. A matter was proposed, 
after careful consideration by the 
medical representative of the 
Board, and approved after full dis- 
cussion by the Board as a whole. 
It was then sent to a Government 
Department where the whole 
scheme was vetoed. Such a pro- 
ceeding reduced the proceedings 
of the Board to a farce, and ita 
recommendations to the level of 
the findings of a debating society. 
The member of the Sanitary Board 
were busy men. They took their 
duties and. responsibilities as 
members of the Board, very seri- 
ously, they did not regard them 
as merely perfunctory. But if the 
recommendations of the Board 
were to be turned down on every 
question of importante the mem- 
bers would realise that the Board 
was not wanted. He wished to 
make this protest as a matter of 
principle... . 

Mr, M. K. Lo said that what 
Mr, Braga had expressed had 


“passed” through his own mind 


when he read the minutes of the 
proposal in question. He wanted 
to ask if it was any use for the 
Board, or a sub-committee such 
as Mr. Carrie had suggested, re- 
considering the question at all. 
He remembered that the original 
\acussfon on the matter had been 
adjourned more than once. The 
posters were passed by the then 
M.O.H. (Dr. Fawcett) who was 
very keen on their adoption, and 
approved by the whole Board. 
There had ‘been no hint at that 
time that the. findings of the 
Board on this subject were to be 
submitted to a higher veto, All 
that the Board recelved was an 
intimation that the proposal had 
not been sanctioned. Hf they re- 
considered the proposal and made 
alterations, the same thing might 
happen again. He, for one, was 
not prepared to give timo to re- 
considering tha matter ag he felt 
that under the present conditions 
it would be waste of time. The 
history of this affair had done no 
good to the authority and prestige 
of the Board. He felt that a full- 
er statement with regard to, the 
action of the Government in this 
matter would be. desirable,

| THE 300-EGG HEN 


Consideration of - 
Practical Values - 


After 31 years of egg-laying, 
trials, the quest of the 800-egg pro- 
ducer has yielded so brief a list 
of authentic instances fn this coun- 
try as to justity the interest arous- 
ed by the performance of a White 
Wyandotte hen in the 1928-29 
National Laying Test, which laid 
302 eggs during the-48 weeks of 
the test and completed the year 
with a total of 329, writes a cor- 
respondent of “The Timea.” 

It would be an” injustice to the 
breeder to,class this hen as a freak, 
though, in the present state of our 
knowledge about poultry breeding, 
nutrition, and production, we may 
be disposed to scoff at these pheno- 
mena) records and deplore the 
tendency ‘tu exalt the spectacular in 
preference to the commercial ideal. 
But it would be more correct to re- 
gard such a Ten as symptomatic 
of the advance which has taken 
place in the cultivation of laying 
character as,a result of more than 
30 years of breeding on pedigree 
principles; and if we consider also 
that of (329 eggs not more than 
about 40 failed to reach the 2oz. 
grade, it will be appreciated that 
the symptom. has,a very healthy 
significance. Though the breeder 
may never attain such a record 
again, he has the satisfaction of 
knowing that his method has been 
correct, since the production of 329 
eggs in a year (and not more than 
40 below the first grade) is the 
moat satisfactory proof that.a con- 
sistent policy of breeding and gelec- 
tion yields steady and sometimes 
substantial progress beyond the 
limit of past attainment—provided 
always, of course, that the feeding 
and management enable the birds 
to exercise their faculties to the 
fullest extent. . 

The practical value of a 329-egg 
layer depends upon her powers of 
reproduction, and we are justified 
in assuming, from the remarkable 
stamina of this British hen, from 
the size of her eggs, and from her 
condition at the.end of her laying 
year, that she possesses the inherent 
capacity to transmit her remarkable 
powers, more likely through the 
medium of her son than of her 
daughters. ‘In many cases it has 
been shown that, where a very 
good Iayer has proved effective in 
the breeding pen, her character has 
been better reflected In the second 
generation, through the daughters 
of her sons than through her own 
daughters, though It is possible that 
one of the latter may inherit: the 
mother’s productive ability, in 
which-case-one —has-a- strong -guide 
to’ breeding policy. The aspiring 
breeder of Iimited experience ‘may 
wonder whether a 800-eg¢ hen is 
within the scope of his ability. It 
fs if he preserves with ‘a strain 
which shows consistent progress, 
and if he resists the temptation to 
breed for numbers without regard 
to size of egg. But whether the 
300-egg¢ record will do him any good 
will depend entirely upon whether 
his strain still presents a prospect 
of further progress, or even con- 
solidation; or whether physical 
factors indicate that the limit’ of 
endurance has been reached.

SCHEME TO SELL REMAINS OF 
NAPOLEON'S SON TO FRANCE 


DEATH FOR BETRAYAL 


A plan to steal the body of 
Napoleon’s aon, tho Duke of 
Reichstadt, from the Capuchin 
crypt, where the boneg of the 
Hapsburgs lle, and sell it to 
France, which’, has long vainly 
sought to obtain it by. diplomatic: 
means, has-been disclosed by a'qon- 
fession of four young auto bandits 
arrested recently, states the “New 
York Times.” - 

The youths held up a sugar fac- 
tory payroll measenger, : robbing 
him of $2,000 in what Vienna news- 
papers called the ‘American 
|fashion,” and escaped with the 
[Boat after a mad chase in a stolen 
auto through Vienna streets, in the 
course of which one of them was 
slightly wounded on the shoulder 
by the sabre of a traffic policeman, 
whom thoy almost ran down. | 

When ultimately arrested, the 
youths revealed that their noxt at- 
tempt was to have been the theft 
of the body of the only son of the’ 
great Napoleon I, The body lies 
with that of his mother, Marie 
Louise of Austria. 

As soon as he returned from Elba 
'Napoleon demanded the return of 
his wife and son from: Austria. 
This was refused while they’ were 
‘still alive and, although Franco 
‘almost fought a: war-to recover 
them in 1862, every demand for the 
removal has been, denied. ° we 

France ‘renewed the requests 
after the Great War, but Baron 
Streisl, a Viennese lawyer for the 
Empress Zita, has refused them on 
her orders. Without her consent it 
is impossible even for the Austrian 


{Government to compel the Capuchin 


fathers to transfer the sarcophagus 
and its embalmed ‘contents to 
France. 

The youthful bandits, features of 
whose organization were a blood 
oath, a death penalty for betrayal 
and establishment of an “unemploy- 
ment dole” for lean periods, saw in 
this situation an opportunity for 
riches. They visited the crypt with 
‘other sightseers and. secretly 
measured the sarcophagus. ~ : 

Next to the crypt is a bank build 
ing, one of the basement rooms of 
which is rented to a furner. On 
discovering tat this room was 
separated from the crypt only by a 
thin wall, the thieves had planned 
to break through it, extract the 
body from its sarcophagus, transfer 
it to a chest and ship it to France. 

The Capuchin fathers, although 
they deny: that such a robbery 
would have been as easy ns it looks 
ed, are now strengthening the wall 
and taking other precautions to 
make violation of the crypt impos- 
sible. : ' 

The son of Napoleon I, variously 
known as Napoleon I], L’Aiglon 
(the eaglet) and as the Duke of 
Reichstadt, was born in Paris in 
1811 and died at Schonbrunn, near 
Vienna, in 1832. After Waterloo 
Napoleon ‘I abdicated in favour of 
Napoleon II, but the French Senate 
disregarded his request and called 
Louis XVIII to the throne. . The 
title Duke of Reichstadt was grant- 
ed by Emperor Francis of Austria, 
his grandfather. As an infant the’ 
Duke was proclaimed King of 
Rome.

BISHOP’S APPEAL 


“Clergy Breaking Down 
‘ Through Overwork” 


The Bishop of London has iasued 
a'letter to church peoplo in his 
diocese. He asks for their support 
of the London Diocesan Fund in the 
“week of prayer and self-denial.” 


“If the Church in the diocese is 
to be maintained,” he writes, “we 
must have an annyal income of 
£55,000; if the Church in the 
diocese is to be extended we must 
have £76,000. We are £10,000 a 
year short for maintenance, and 
£30,000 a year short for extension. 

“It means that the parochial work 
of the clergy is breaking down. 
There -{a not a poor parish in the 
diocese which is fully staffed. The 
clergy are breaking down through 
overwork, The vacant ranks of the 
ministry are not being filled, for we 
have not enough money to pay for 
the training of the many men who 
are anxious to offer themselves. We 
have never yet been able to give 
to the clergy what we are all agreed 
is the minimum stipend they should 
have. Saddest of all, we are not 


able to provide clergy and churches |‘ 


for the new districts growing so 
rapidly in the suburbs.”

’ END OF ‘DISPUTE 


Dance Titles To Be 
Given Again 

' It is understood that the an- 
nouncement of the titles of dance 
music numbers broadcast by the 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
from outside thelr studios, which 
was discontinued at the end of 
February, was to be resumed on 
November 1 according to mail week 
papers. 

The reason for the decision of 
the B.B.C, to discontinue these an- 
nouncements, which had always 
been extremely popular with 
listeners, was taken because of 
friction, which nearly developed in. 
to a scandal, caused by “song 
plugging.” 

System of Graft 

The B.B.C. discovered that it was 
being made the medium of an ex- 
tensive system of graft, while the 
public was being deprived of listen- 
ing to some of the best song and 
dance music. . 

It was found in 1927 that certain 
music publishers were obtaining 
unfair publicity for' their particu- 
lar numbers by the device of com- 
ing to secret arrangements with 
orchestra leaders. On the other 
‘hand, music publishers ‘who refus- 
ed to negotiate with certain or- 
chestra lenders were complaining 
that even when they published first-

equally perturbed and entered into 


‘negotiations with the B.B.C., which 

have at last, it is believed, result-. 
ed in an understanding which will 
‘enable the announcements of titles 
to be made under fair conditions. 


' FINDING ORE WITH RADIO 


: Prospecting by’ radio has been 
' simplified by the introduction of im- 
; proved apparatus which already has 
located veins of ore to a depth of 500 
feet (says “Poplar Mechanics). 
Trained engineers are required to 
operate the outfit, but it is not dif- 
' ficult to handle, and Its accuracy haa 
been tested repeatedly, It employs 
the principle of electromagnetic in- 
duction. An electromagnetic field 
is sent out from a transmitter to a 
depth of several hundred feet. If 
an ore vein. is within the radius 
of the field, a current is set up in 
the conductor, which, in turn, sets 
up a secondary field, and this is de- 
tected by a direction-finding ap- 
paratus, By further abservations, 
the extent of the ore vein is deter- 
mined. The outfit consiats of a 
radio transmitter, a power box and 
the direction-finding set.’ A crew 
of four men is generally employed 
with it. This method of ‘radio 
prospecting is not intended for 
hunting lost treasures or small 
‘quantities of minerals, but for 
locating ore veins or bands of 
minerals and to pick up lost veins 
due to faulting. It does not deter- 
mine the type of ore or the quantity 
of it, although it does show its 
depth and the length of the veins.

London, Yesterday. 


In the House of Commons to-day |. 


at question time, Dr, Drummond 
Shiels, dealing ‘with the recent 
disturbances in Southern Nigeria, 
stated that a mob of women, armed 
with sticks, arrived at Opobo on 
December 16, and cut off the Dia- 
trict Officer and twalve police from 
the rest of the town, leaving the 
Europeans defenceless. A platoon 
of troops uhder Liettenant R. M. 
mob pushed 
‘back the troops. . 

After giving over ten warnings, 
and as.attempts.were made to snatch 


,| the rifles from the troops, and the 


District: Officer being attacked, 
Lieut. Hill ordered them to fire. 
Nineteen women and one man were 
killed; ten women dled of their 
wounds, and eight women were 
pushed in the river by the rush of 
the mob and drowned. 

They were satisfied that opening 
fire was the only possible course to 
save lHfe and property. .The Chief 
Jaja states that the plan was drawn 
up on the ,assumption that women 
would not be fired on. The women 
were to rush the officials and the 
men would then foot the factories. 

The only other casualties were at 
Abako, where the police were com- 
pelled to fire ona frenzied mob. 
Six women were killed. 

European ladies were assaulted in 
riots at Aba,'én' the Imo River. The 
general situation is now ‘well in 
hand.—Reuter.
